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(54) BUILDING 
(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a building in which bringing-up and 
housekeeping are cooperatively achieved by a plurality of families to lighten the 
burden of the bringing-up and housekeeping for two-income families through the joint 
use of the external service as necessary by a plurality of families. 
SOLUTION: The building comprises at least two independent space units 10 adjacent 
to each other comprising first space parts 11-15 partitioned from the outsideand 
second space parts 21-24 having an opening part at least a part of which is opened 
outsideat least one of the first space parts 11-15 and the second space parts 21-24 
is provided with a movable surface Wa part of the independent space units 10 
adjacent to each other are communicated with each other via the opening part of the 
first space partsthe opening part of the second space partsor the opening part 
opened outside in advance of the second space partsand the communicated parts 
form independent spaces.

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1]It is a building make at least two space units characterized by comprising the 
following by which a proper is carried out come to adjoinlt has a possible field where 
at least one is movable among said 1st space part or the 2nd space partVia an 
opening of said 1st space part formed by moving this sidean opening of said 2nd 
space partor an opening of said 2nd space part opened wide outside beforehandA 
building considering as Sorama by whom said a part of space unit which adjoinedand 



by which a proper is carried out is opened for free passageand this free passage 
portion is shared. 

The exterior and the 1st divided space part. 

The 2nd space part in which at least a part has the opening opened wide outside 
beforehand. 

[Claim 2]The building according to claim 1 wherein said 1st space part is formed from 
an assembling member. 

[Claim 3]The building according to claim 1 wherein said space unit separates a face 
plate of one sheet and contacts and adjoins each other. 

[Claim 4]The building according to claim 1 wherein said space unit sets this a part of 
space unit and a predetermined interval which can be opened for free 
passageestranges and adjoins each other. 



DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention]This invention relates to a buildingtwo or more dwellings of the 
nuclear family household whom husband and wife commit especially approachand it is 
related with the building which it helps each other mutually and can perform 
housekeeping and puericulture. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art]The residence (a nLDK type residence: n one or more 
integers) of the conventional normalized form was designed supposing the nuclear 
family who consists of husband and wife and a childespecially the family image that a 
husband mainly worksand a wife is a homemaker and is during a child-rearing period. 
[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention]Howevera woman's advance in society 
progresses and the case where it engages in child-rearing while having two incomes 
with its wife is recently increasing. In order to have performed puericulture and 
housekeeping with workphysical strength and emotional strength were needed and the 
big burden was placed especially on the woman. It is necessary to improve the living 
conditions which make the burden which cooperates each other exceeding a 
householdwill use external service etc. together with two or more belt if requiredand 
starts everybody under such a situation ease. 

[0004]The purpose of this invention is to provide the building where it is possible to 
make the burden to the housekeeping of a double-income household or puericulture 
ease by cooperating in two or more householdsand performing child- 
rearinghousekeepingetc.and using external service together with two or more belt if 



needed. 
[0005] 

[Means for Solving the Problem]The 1st space part into which an aforementioned 
problem was divided with the exterior according to the building by claim 1 of this 
inventionThe 2nd space part in which at least a part has the opening opened wide 
outside beforehandlt is a building make at least two space units by which ******** 
peculiar is carried out come to adjoinlt has a possible field where at least one is 
movable among said 1st space part or the 2nd space partVia an opening of said 1st 
space part formed by moving this sidean opening of said 2nd space partor an opening 
of said 2nd space part opened wide outside beforehandSaid a part of space unit which 
adjoined and by which a proper is carried out is opened for free passageand what is 
considered as Sorama by whom this free passage portion is shared is solved. 
[0006]Thussince it is constituted so that a building of this invention may consist of 
two or more space units by which a proper is carried outa part of these space unit 
may be opened for free passage and it may be used as shared spaceFor exampleit 
becomes possible to do common activity and work by Sorama shared with those who 
are per other spacethose who are in a space unit by which a proper is carried out 
when a building is used as a residence securing its private Sorama. 
[0007]As common activity or workhousekeeping and child-rearing are includedfor 
example. Each one of housekeeping and a burden to child-rearing are eased by 
performing housekeeping and child-rearing in cooperation by Sorama shared. External 
service which supports housekeeping and puericulture is put into space sharedand it 
becomes possible to use together with two or more belt. 

[0008]Said 1st space part is formed from an assembling member. An assembling 
member is a room unit as specifically shown in the exampleand it is possible to 
combine a room unit freely and to consider it as a space unit of desired room 
arrangement according to family structure or a life style. A desired space part is 
incorporable into shared space by changing arrangement of a room unit. 
[0009]When making it adjoincontacting said space unitit is suitableif a face plate of 
one sheet is separated and it is made to adjoin. A face plate of one sheet is an outer 
wall as specifically shown in the exampleand it becomes possible to form 
consciousness of living together mutuallyabout those [ each ] who are per space by 
having composition which shares an outer wall between two or more dwellings in this 
way. 

[0010]By setting and estranging a part of space unit and a predetermined interval 
which can be opened for free passageand making it adjoin each otheran interval of 
prescribed width can be used for said space unit as shared spaceand it can secure 
larger shared space. An interval of prescribed width can be used as a passage and it 
is suitable. 
[0011] 

[Embodiment of the Invention]As a building of this inventionthe residence H where 



many households live together is explained as an example. The residence H gathers 
two or more dwellings 10 as a space unit by which a proper is carried outand is 
formed. The dwelling 10 as a space unit comprises the exteriorthe room units 11-15 
as the 1st divided space partand the yards 21-24 as the 2nd space part. 
[0012]The yards 21-24 as the 2nd space part have the opening by which at least the 
part was opened wide outside beforehand. The upper part side is carrying out the 
opening of the yards 21-24 in the dwelling 10 of this example at leastand they serve 
as an open space where a solar light is taken in. The opening is provided also in the 
field it turned [ field ] to other residence sideand let especially the yard 21 be the 
space it was [ the space ] open to other dwellings 10. 

[0013]The room units 11-15 are made the exterior and the divided space by the wall 
and the ceilingand the movable wall W as a movable possible field is allocated in some 
walls. In order to divide also into the yards 21-24 with the exteriorthere is a part in 
which the wall was allocatedbut the movable wall W as a movable possible field can be 
allocated in a part of this wall if needed. 

[0014]An opening is formed in the room units 11-15 or the yards 21-24 by moving 
these movable walls W. Via the opening which formed the opening in each of the 
dwelling 10 and was beforehand formed in this opening or 2nd space part by moving 
the movable wall WThe room units 11-15 or the yards 21-24 can be made to open for 
free passage with the adjoining room units 11-15 of the dwelling 10 or the yards 21- 
24. This portion that was open for free passage is used as the space S shared. 
[0015]The residence H is formed by contacting or prescribed interval estranging the 
above-mentioned room units 11-15 and two or more dwellings 10 which consist of the 
yards 21-24and adjoining. When contacting and making the dwelling 10 adjointhe wall 
21athe wall 11eand the wall 22b are shared between the residence H of this example 
with the next dwelling 10. Thusthe building form of sharing a wall is called what is 
called terraced house form. By adopting terraced house formthe consciousness of 
living together with other households peculiar to the building of terraced house form 
can be raisedand it becomes possible to form ******** in the residence H cooperate 
each other in housekeepingpuericultureetc. 

[001 6]Or the dwelling 1 0 faces across the passage P as a predetermined interval in 
betweenestrangesand adjoins. It is used as an interconnecting catwalk which 
connects the residence H and the exteriorand also the passage P is open for free 
passage with the yard 21 which is one of the 2nd space partand the playing rooms 
12a which are one of the 1st space partand is usedfor example as children's 
playground as a part of shared space S. 
[0017] 

[ExamplejHereafterone example of this invention is described based on a drawing. The 
member explained belowthe arrangementetc. cannot limit this inventionand can 
change it variously within the limits of the meaning of this invention. 
[0018]The residence where four households live on this example as a building is 



explained as an example. The second floor top view drawing 6 and drawing 7 of a 
dwelling of the side view of the dwelling in which drawing 1 thru/or drawing 7 show 
the residence of this exampleand drawing 1 constitutes a residenceand drawing 2 are 
a top view for which A ** figure of drawing 1 and drawing 3 show the sectional view 
of a dwelling drawing 4 shows the first floor top view of a dwellingand drawing 5 shows 
an example of a residence. 

[0019]The residence H of this example is designed for the nuclear family household. It 
is husband-and-wife having two incomesand is targeted more concrete at the 
household who has a small child (infants - preschooler). Fundamentallyalthough the 
young household of the above child-rearing term livesaccording to a habitation 
household's family structure and life stagea relative person and a non-relative person 
are accepted in the residence H as a resident. 

[0020]As a construction place of the residence Hthe facilities of the commutation to 
an office are goodand as a place where the environment of child-rearing is readya 
means of transportation is fixed and the land in the city part suburbs with many green 
beltssuch as a parkis chosenfor example. 

[0021]Nextthe composition of the residence H is explained. Said nuclear family 
household gathers two or more dwellings 10 as intrinsic space in which it 
residesrespectivelyand the residence H of this example is formed. The residence H is 
constituted as an aggregate of the four dwellings 10as drawing 6 and drawing 7 
showfor example. 

[0022]As shown in drawing 6 and drawing 7 the dwelling 10 of this example vacates a 
prescribed intervaland is arranged two right and left at a time. In this examplethe four 
dwellings 10 comprise same room arrangement altogetherand they are arranged so 
that the yard 21 may be located in the place nearest to other dwellings. Of course 
according to a resident's life stylethe dwelling 10 can be made into free room 
arrangement. 

[0023]The interval established between the dwellings 10 is used as the passage P as 
an interconnecting catwalk which connects the residence H and the exterior. The 
passage P is used as the yard 21 of the dwelling 10 which adjoins via the passage 
Pand a part of shared space S which is open for free passage with the playing rooms 
12arespectivelyand following-**. 

[0024]The dwelling 10 comprises right and left of the passage P so that each other 
may be contacted and adjoined via the outer wall as a face plate of one sheet. If the 
dwelling 10 shown in drawing 4 is made into an examplethe wall 21a of the yard 21the 
wall 11e of the room unit Hand the wall 22b of the yard 22 will be shared with the 
adjoining dwelling 10. 

[0025]This is for strengthening the consciousness which is living together with other 
households by sharing a wall between adjacent dwellings. ******** is formed in the 
residence H cooperate each other in housekeepingpuericultureetc. by considering it 
as such a terraced house form what is called. Of courseit may be an outer wall which 



is not only in the above-mentioned walls 21a11eand 22b but in other places as an 
outer wall shared between adjacent dwellings. 

[0026]As drawing 6 and the slash part of drawing 7 showshared space S which 
opened a part of dwelling 10 wide on other households is provided in the residence H. 
Shared space S is formed by making the yardroomor the passage P of each dwelling 
10 open for free passage mutually. 

It is the space which the resident of each dwelling 10 can frequent freely. 

[0027]In the residence H of this examplethe above-mentioned shared space S is used 
as a place which cooperates in each household and performs child— 
rearinghousekeepingetc. Common space S is used further again as a place which uses 
external servicessuch as a babysittertogether. 

[0028]Nextit explains still in detail about the dwelling 10 which constitutes the 
residence H. Herebased on drawing 4 it explains by making into an example the 
dwelling 10 located in the lower right by drawing 6 and drawing 7 . 
[0029]The dwelling 10 is provided with the exteriorthe room units 11-15 as the 1st 
divided space partand the yards 21-24 as the 2nd space part where at least the part 
was opened wide outside beforehand. For example the room units 11-15 form a 
framework with a pillar and a beamattach a field to this frameworkand are formed as 
an assembly formed in three dimensions beforehand. 

[0030]As mentioned abovethe room units 11-15 attach and form a face plate in a 
frameworkand also it is needless to say that it may form in other shapesuch as to 
connect face platesto attach a face plate to a part of frameworkand to make a part to 
consider it as a solid or open wide etc. 

[0031]The upper part side is carrying out the opening of the yards 21-24 at least as 
an opening opened wide outside beforehand. 
It is the open space which took in a solar light. 

The opening is provided also in the field the yard 21 turned [ field ] to other residence 
side. 

It is considered as the space it was [ the space ] open also to other dwellings 10. 

[0032]As described abovethe outer wall shared with the adjoining dwelling 10 and the 
outer wall for dividing the exterior are allocated in the yards 21-24. By being 
constituted possible movable [ a part ] among the walls or outer walls which are 
allocated in the room units 11-15 or the yards 21-24and moving this movable possible 
walllt is constituted so that the portion newly opened wide outside may be formed in 
the room units 11-15 or the yards 21-24. 

[0033]As shown in drawing 4 the room units 11-15 of the dwelling 10 are combined 
with the cross-joint formthese rooms units 11-14 are adjoinedand the yards 21-24 
are formed. 

[0034]Nexteach room unit and yard are explained. The room unit 1 1 is one layer 



system which only the first floor floor has. 

The roof 1 1b is formed in the same height as the floor line of the second floor floor. 
The room space in the room unit 1 1 is used as the kitchen-diner 1 1a. 
It has the kitchenthe toiletand the bathroom. 

[0035]The room unit 12 is the two-layer structure provided with the first floor floor 
and the second floor floor. 

As the playing rooms 12a which are children's playgrounds about the first floor 
floorthe second floor floor is used as the child's room 12b. 

As shown in drawing 3 the playing rooms 12a and the child's room 12b are constituted 
so that it can go back and forth using the stairs 12c.The room unit 12 is arranged in 
the dwelling 10 at the position near other dwellings. 
[0036]The room unit 13 is structure much more. 

It has a mini kitchena toiletand a table and a chairand the exclusive door 13b is 
formed. 

Thusit has the room unit 13 and it is constituted as the multipurpose space 13a which 
can respond to any uses. The multipurpose space 13a is provided with place- 
equipped-with-a-water-supply equipment for exclusive use or the door. 
Since it is a space where the independency which can go back and forth without 
passing along other rooms is highit is used as a place of exchange of two or more 
beltfor example as a drawing room at the time of a sudden visitor. 

[0037]The room unit 14 is the two-layer structure provided with the first floor floor 
and the second floor floor. 

As the terrace 14a which is the sitting room of the half-outdoors about the first floor 
floorthe second floor floor is used as husband and wife's bedroom 14b. 
The terrace 14a and husband and wife's bedroom 14b are constituted so that it can 
go back and forth using the stairs 14c. Since the private room is established in the 
room unit 14 compared with other room unitswhen the dwelling 10 is made to adjoin 
itit is arranged at the position which is distant from other dwellings. 
[0038]The room unit 15 was located in the center of the dwelling 10and is provided 
with the first floor floor and the second floor floor. The first floor floor is used as the 
sitting room 15aand the interconnecting catwalk 15b which connects the child's room 
12b on the second floor floor of the room unit 12 and the bedroom 14b of the 
husband and wife on the second floor floor of the room unit 14 is established in the 
second floor floor. By forming the interconnecting catwalk 15bwhile a child is smallit 
becomes possible to go also by midnight to see a child's appearance frequently. 
[0039]The child's room 12b connected by the above-mentioned interconnecting 
catwalk 15b and husband and wife's bedroom 14b face each other on both sides of 
the well 15c. It blowsand it bounds on ** 15c and the raising type furniture 15d is 
formed in it. 



While a child is smallit boundsand the raising type fittings 15d are toppledand let 
visually the child's room 12b and husband and wife's bedroom 14b be the space of 
one on both sides of the well 15c. 

[0040]And when a child grows and the consciousness to privacy is formedthe raising 
type fittings 15d are raisedas it bounds and is shown in drawing 3 and between the 
Ryobe store is stoppedand let the child's room 12b be the high space of single room 
nature. Thusthe child's room 12b can be used as between on hirewhen it is [ a child's 
room ] less necessary so that it may mention later since it is possible to change into 
highly independent space from the space which bounded and was wide opened with 
the raising type furniture 15d. 

[0041]Movable wall - W 13 are provided in the above-mentioned each part store 
units 11-15. Movable wall Wj - W 13 are constituted movable by the arrow direction 
shown in drawing 4 . Movable wall divides two space in between by being opened 
wide by considering it as the space which opened for free passage two space located 
in both sidesand being stopped. 

[0042]Movable wall is provided between the yard 21 and the kitchen-diner 1 1a. 
Movable wall W 2 is provided between the yard 21 and the playing rooms 12a. Movable 
wall W 3 is stored by the wall 1 2d of the playing rooms 12a. 

It is pulled out at the sitting room 15a sideand the kitchen-diner 11a and the sitting 
room 15a are divided in between. 

[0043]Movable wall W 4 and movable wall W 5 divide the playing rooms 12a and the 
sitting room 15a in between. That ismovable wall W 4 is stored by the wall 11c of the 
kitchen-diner 1 1aand is pulled out at the sitting room 15a side. Movable wall W 5 is 
stored by the wall 13c of the multipurpose space 13a. 
It is pulled out at the sitting room 15a side. 

[0044]Movable wall W 6 is provided between the yard 22 and the kitchen-diner 11a. 
Movable wall W 7 is stored by the wall 1 1 d of the kitchen-diner 11a. 
It is pulled out at the sitting room 15a sideand the terrace 14a and the sitting room 
15a are divided in between. 

[0045]Movable wall W 8 is provided between the yard 23 and the playing rooms 12a. 
Movable wall W 9 is stored by the wall 12e of the playing rooms 12a. 
It is pulled out at the sitting room 15a sideand the multipurpose space 13a and the 
sitting room 15a are divided in between with movable wall W 12 which following-**. 
Movable wall W 10 is provided between the yard 23 and the multipurpose space 13a. 
[0046]Movable wall W n is provided between the yard 24 and the terrace 14a. Movable 
wall W 12 is allocated by the stairs 14c of the room unit 14. 

It is pulled out at the sitting room 15a sideand divides with movable wall W 9 between 



the sitting room 15a and the multipurpose space 13a. 
Movable wall W 13 is provided between the yard 22 and the terrace 14a. 
[0047]What is necessary is it constituting from two or more panels which can be 
stored in pilesand pulling out only required number of sheetswhen dividing in 
betweenand making it just make a movable wall connect in a prescribed spotwhen a 
partition's must be carried out in a comparatively long distance. 

[0048]As mentioned abovesince movable wall - W 13 are provided in the dwelling 10 
of this exampleA movable wall is moved if neededan opening is formedit can include in 
shared space Sor the independency of each ********** can be secured [ each space 
part can be wide opened to the shared space S side a movable wall can be 
stoppedand ]. 

[0049]Nextthe yards 21-24 of the dwelling 10 are explained. The yard 21 hangs out 
the washing to dry or is used as a space which washes a carfor example. The yard 21 
is wide openedeven if it turns not only to the upper part side but to the passage P. 
[0050]And the yard 21 is arranged at the position nearest to other dwellings in the 
dwelling 10. Thereforeby gathering two or more dwellings 10the yard 21 adjoins each 
other directlyor it is mutually open for free passage via the passage Pand shared 
space S is formed. By making the yard 21 open for free passage and being referred to 
as common space Sreceipts and payments of the resident of each dwelling are 
attained freely mutually in the yard 21 and it becomes possible to hang out the 
washing to dryor to do car wash work in cooperation. 

[0051 ]The yard 22 is what is called a courtyard where the upper part side was opened 

wide. The jacuzzi bath 22a is established in the yard 22. 

It is possible to take a bath on a fine daybasking in a solar light. 

The yard 22 is located in the place distant from other dwellings in the dwelling 10. 

It is the private space mainly used with a family. 

When the kitchen-diner 11a is shared space Sthe yard 22 can be included in shared 
space S by opening movable wall W 6 . 

[0052]The yard 23 is located in the end side of the passage P of the residence H. 
Since receipts and payments with outside are easythe parking space 23b is formed. 
When the playing rooms 12a are shared space Sthe yard 23 can be included in shared 
space S by opening movable wall W 8 . 

[0053]The yard 24 is constituted by the multipurpose space 13a and the terrace 14a 
so that a free passage is possible. The yard 24 comprises the door 13b of the 
multipurpose space 13a so that receipts and payments are possible. 
Even if it does not pass along other roomssince it can go in and outit is a suitable 
space to invite in an external person. 

[0054]Although the movable wall was provided only in the room units 11-15 and it had 
composition in which the movable wall is not allocated in the yards 21-24 in this 
exampleof courseit is good also as a movable wall in some walls not only surrounding 



this but the yards 21-24. 

[0055]Nextshared space S formed combining some of the above-mentioned room and 
the yards is explained. Drawing 6 is an example which shows the family structure of 
the resident of each dwelling 10and the residence H when a life stage is almost the 
same. 

The same space part is included in shared space S in each dwelling. 
In the example shown in drawing 6 one floor part of the yard 21 and the room unit 1 1 
and one floor part of the room unit 12 are used as shared space S about each 
dwelling 10respectively. 

[0056]Shared space S shown in drawing 6 is formed as follows. Since the yard 21 is 
wide opened towards the passage Pin the yard 21 of the contacting dwelling 10it is 
directly open for free passageand is open for free passage via the passage P in the 
yard 21 of the dwelling 10 which separated the passage P and was estrangedand 
shared space S which can go back and forth from each dwelling 10 is formed. 
[0057]Movable wall is provided between the yard 21 and the room unit 1 1. By 
opening this movable wall W^t can be considered as the kitchen-diner 1 1a and the 
space which opened the yard 21 for free passageand the kitchen-diner 1 1a can be 
included in shared space S. By including the kitchen-diner 11a in shared space Sit 
becomes possible to assign residents or to carry out by cooperating each other also 
with wash or preparations of a meal besides a car wash. 

[0058]Movable wall W 2 is provided between the yard 21 and the playing rooms 12a. By 
opening this movable wall W 2 it is possible to consider it as the playing rooms 12a and 
the space which opened the yard 21 for free passage. That isit becomes possible to 
use the playing rooms 12a as shared space S by making the yard 21 currently used as 
shared space S open the playing rooms 12a for free passage. 

[0059]By including the playing rooms 12a in shared space Sit becomes possible to 
assign residents or to carry out by cooperating each other also with a child's besides 
preparations of washa car washor a meal care. Since 12 d of sliding doors are 
providedthe passage P is made to open the playing rooms 12a for free passage 
directlyit is referred to as shared space Sand each resident can make it possible to 
frequent the playing rooms 12a freely to the playing rooms 12a by opening 12 d of this 
sliding door. 

[0060]As mentioned abovego in and out freelyand the resident of each dwelling 10 
cooperatesand performs child-rearing etc.and also shared space S may be used as a 
place into which external servicessuch as a babysitterare put. Although it is high-cost 
and it difficult to use with one householdby using together by shared space Sthe 
external service can share cost and it becomes possible to receive service freely. 
[0061]In the example shown in drawing 7 about the three dwellings 10on the other 
handit is included in shared space S by only the yard 21 and about remaining one 
dwelling 10. The yard 21 one floor part of the room unit 1 1 one floor part of the room 
unit 12and one floor part of the room unit 15 are used as shared space S. The 



example of drawing 7 is composition adopted when the housekeeping and child-rearing 
which should cooperate in the dwelling 10 located under figure Nakamigi are 
concentrating. 

[0062]The household who there are many children and is holding huge housekeeping 
with the household whom the housekeeping which should cooperateand child-rearing 
are concentratingfor examplethe household whose child is liable to fall ill and who 
requires much careetc. are contained. Such a household can make the burden of 
housekeeping ease by opening the kitchen-diner 1 1a and the sitting room 15a wide on 
other householdsand enabling it to receive other households' cooperation as shared 
space S always. 

[0063]Shared space S shown in drawing 7 is formed as follows. Since the yard 21 
does not have a wall in the passage P side but is wide opened towards the passage 
Pwhen it makes the dwelling 10 adjoinit is set to shared space S. About the kitchen- 
diner 11a and the playing rooms 12ait includes in shared space S by opening movable 
wall and W 2 like the example shown in drawing 6 . 

[0064]By opening movable wall W 4 and movable wall W 5 which divide about the sitting 
room 15a between movable wall W 3 which divides between the sitting room 15a and 
the kitchen-diner 11aand the sitting room 15a and the playing rooms 12aThe kitchen- 
diner 11a and the playing rooms 12a are made to open the sitting room 15a for free 
passageand the sitting room 15a is included in shared space S. 

[0065]It is possible to include a desired space part in shared space Sor to remove it 
by opening and closing not only the composition shown in above-mentioned drawing 6 
and drawing 7 but movable wall Wi - W 13 . Thusaccording to the residence H of this 
examplemoving a movable wall according to the family structure and the life stage of 
each dwellingmake a shared space with an adjoining dwelling and by this shared space. 
Child-rearing etc. can be performed togetherhousekeeping and child-rearing can be 
sharedand husband-and-wife having two incomes can also be easily compatible in a 
home and work. 

[0066]When child-rearing finishesa child becomes independent and the life stage of 
family structure or a family changesa movable wall can be moved and the room 
arrangement of the room can be changed. For examplesince it is [ the playing rooms 
12a and the child's room 12b ] less necessary when a child becomes an adult and 
parents' parents are living togetherthe playing rooms 12a and the child's room 12b are 
used as parents' room. 

[0067]Or when a child becomes only husband and wife independentlythe change plan 
of the following two room arrangement can be considered. Although the child became 
independentone plan is carried out when it is still single. It leaves the child's room 
12band when a child goes backit is made to usewhen a child still comes back to the 
residence H frequently in single. Thenwhen a child gets marriedthe child's room 12b is 
used as between ** as the 2nd plan. 

[0068]When either passed away among husband and wife and care is needed further 



again after the child became independentthe first floor floor of the room unit 13 which 
was being used as the multipurpose space 13a is used as a space of the person of 
care. The multipurpose space 13a is provided with place-equipped~with-a-water- 
supply equipment for exclusive use or the door. 

Since it is a space which has high independencythe private space of the person of 
care is secured and a nursing person can pass comfortably. 

[0069] 

[Effect of the Invention]As mentioned abovesince it is constituted so that the building 
of this invention may consist of two or more space units by which a proper is carried 
outa part of these space unit may be opened for free passage and it may be used as 
shared spaceFor examplesecuring one's private spacethose who are present in the 
dwelling as a space unit by which peculiar is carried out when a building is used as a 
residence aim at the people and the exchange which are present in other dwellingsand 
can cooperate in the space shared and can perform common activity and workfor 
examplehousekeepingand child-rearing in it. The external service which supports 
housekeeping and puericulture is put into the space sharedand it becomes possible to 
use together with two or more belt. 

[0070]Since each part store in a dwelling is formed from the room unit as an 
assembling memberaccording to family structure or a life stylea room unit is combined 
freely and it can be considered as the dwelling of desired room arrangement. A 
desired space part is incorporable into shared space by changing arrangement of a 
room unit. 

[0071]When making it adjoincontacting a dwellingit is suitableif the face plate of one 
sheet is separated and it is made to adjoin. That iswhen an adjacent dwelling adopts 
what is called terraced house form of sharing a wallthe consciousness of living 
together with other households peculiar to the building of terraced house form can be 
raisedand it becomes possible to form ******** cooperate each other in 
housekeepingpuericultureetc. 

[0072]When two dwellings establish the interval of prescribed width and it is made to 
adjointhe interval of prescribed width can be used as shared spaceand larger shared 
space can be secured. The interval of prescribed width can be used as a passage and 
it is suitable.
